The action of the iihanestons fol- 
lows the cal]. for a bond issue meet- 
ing for next Monday, when city of- 
ficials will address the chamber of 
commerce directors; an endorse- 
ment of bonds by thé congregation 
of the Baptist tabernacle Sunday 
night, the endorsement of the board 
of education, and other civic bodies. 

The real estate board, at a meet- 
ing at 1 o’clock Thursday will dis- 
cuss the matter and a special meet- 
ing of the bond committee of elght, 
organized by the board of education 
will be held at three o'clock, 

Meeting for Today. 

President Carraway will meet with 
Mayor Key, President W. W. Gaines, 
of the Atlanta Board of Education; 
Mrs. Irving Thomas, president of 
t'e Atlanta Woman’s club; Mrs. 
John Spaulding, president of the 
Parent-Teacher council; President 
Lee Ashcraft, of the chamber of 
commerce; W. E. Dunn, president 
of the water board; Chairman C. E. 
Buchanan, of the sewer committee, 
of the council 
committee on bridges. 

The action of the federation was 
taken despite opposition after Pres- 
ident Carraway, Andy McLHiroy, J.

The speakers were foréeful and 
efoquent in upholding their side of 
the question, making it plain that 
the best method of raising money 
now for Atlanta’s needs is by an 
issue of bonds that would place suf- 
ficient money within the hands of 
the city government to make the 
improvements that are vitally de- 


manded at the present time. 
Favor Bond ue, 


When a communication asking for 
an appointment of the president of 
the federation to attend the meet- 
ing of the above committees of 
eight had deen read by Reading 
Clerk J. M. Miller, a discussion was 
precipitated, predicated upon the 
major’s plan of an emergency tax, 
as compared with the big bond iIs- 
sue, but after ali had been said, 
and the question put to the house, 
it was seen that a large majority 
of those. present were in favor of 
the latter course of raising Atlan- 
ta’s emergency fund.

cussing the bond issue, drew atten- 
tion to the present deplorable state

Suwanee, Ga., January 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—What is characterized as the 
most daring robbery ever under- 
taken in this section occurred this 
afternoon at 4 o’clock, immediately 
before the closing hour, when three 
men entered the Bank of Su; 
Wanee, captured the cashier, F. 
F. Dowls, tied him to a chair and 
then made off with $2,000 in bills 
and perhaps other valuables, all of 
which was obtained from the cash- 
fer’s drawer. 

The men made no attempt to en- 
beet the bank vault because, it fs be- 
lieved, of a miscarraige of signals 
arranged with a confederate sta- 


jtioned in a Ford auto some 200 


yards from the bank, and who drove 
through an alleyway adjoining the 
bank, summoning his associates. 

With apparent unconcern, the 
three men walked out of the front 
door of thé bank, after the robbery, 
leisurely boarded the car, which 
drove down the main street of Su- 
wanee, and made good their escape. 
The auto was closely curtained, and 
it is certain that at least four men 
were in the party. . 

The car went east from here, in 
the direction of Buford. Within 20 
minutes after thé robbery officers 
were on trail of the men, and be- 
cause of a heavy snow it is believed 
they will have no difficulty in fol- 
lowing the track of the fleeing auto 
and ultimately overhaul A re- 
ward of $500 was immediately of- 
fered by the bank for the capture 
of the men.

Telegraphic advices were received 
yesterday by Solicitor General John 
A. Boykin that the three Memphis 
prisoners believed to have been im- | 
plicated in Atlanta’ s confidence ring | 
had lost their long fight to prevent 
extradition to Georgia, and are now 
on their way to Atlanta in charge-of 
Special Agent Plennie Miner. The 
telegram was signed by the chief of 
police of Meinphis. 

These men, Walter Chambers, Wil- 
liam Fletcher and George Williams, 
were arrested in a gambling raid on 
a Memphis hotel. With them were 
three others, who are now awaiting 
trial in the Fulton county Tower. 
Solicitor General Boykin, believing 
them implicated in the swindling 
operations here, asked for the extfra- 
dition of the entire six. The extra- 
dition papers were granted, but: be- 
fore they could be served, Chambers, 
Fletcher and Williams asked for 
writs of habeas corpus on the 
ground that they were not in At- 
lanta at the time the alleged crimes 
were said to have been committed. 

The other three men were prompt- 
ly brought to Atlanta, being hurried 
from the Memphis. prison in an au- 
tomobile to prevent the serving’ of 
habeas corpus papers. Special Agent 
Miner has remained in Memphis to 
fight the granting of the habeas 
corpus writs. They were dismissed; 
by the Memphis circuit court Wed- 
nesday.

Paul Doumer Will Again 
Appear Before Premiers 
Thursday to Outline 
French Position.

Paris, January 26.—The repara- 
tions question was to have been one 
of “the most easily solved” of ail 
the problems before the allied pre- 
miers’ meeting here. Instead it will 
not be solved this week—and an- 
other of those inconclusive confer- 
ences, which have so enraged 
French political leaders who want, 
to see something done immediately, 
will have passed into history. 

The conference will listen again 
Thursday to Paul Doumer, and the 
British and Italian views will de 
aired later in the day. 
ideas on what, how, and when Ger- 
many should pay, and Marshal 
Foch’s report on the disarmament 
situation will be studied Wednes- 
day in preparation for Thursday's 
discussion. 

It is increasingly evident that the 
premiers will have to put over once 
more any decision regarding répara- 
tion. Instead, an adjournment prob- 
ably will be called on Friday, and 
“unfurnished business,” which takes 


in practically’ all of the problems 
for which this meeting was called, 
will be sidetracked until the Feb- 
ruary conference. 


Poincare Sustained. 


Poincare’s recent accusation that 
these conferences came to no good 
because of the hurry in which they 
are conducted, with each govern- 
ment head trying to keep one eye 
on home affairs and the other on 
foreign matters, seems to have been 
sustained. Lloyd-George, it is said, 
is exceedingly anxious to get back 
to London to build up his political 
fences before the reopening of par- 
liament. 

Premier Giolitti, of Italy, was un- 
able to attend this conference per- 
sonally—which may have had some- 
thing to do with the postponement 
of vital consideration of the big- 
gest problems before the allies. 

The French have high hopes that 
the statements of Doumer and 
Briand will clear the atmosphere 
and eventually win the British of- 
ficials around to France’s view- 
point. 


British Position, 


The British manifest a fear that 
tc withdraw vast quantities of Ger- 
man goods as part payment of Ger- 
many s debt, will have a serious ef- 
fect upen their home markets. Their 
counter-suggestion is that France 
shall accept house furnishings for 
the devastated regions in payment 
of the central republic’s debt, which 
has naturally brought a howl from 
the French furniture manufacturers.

And all through the ordeal, the 
Leinewebber girl sat defiant in the 
court and had no smiles save f 
Lindsay Amaker, the man she had 
once declared had made her sell 
her soul to enrich his pockets, ac- 
cording to officers. E. D. Leine- 
webber, was among those in the 
court room. Faced by him the gir! 
flatly declared that he was not her 
husband and that she had never 
seen him before. 

Both she and Amaker were bound 
over to the federal grand jury un- 
der $2,000 bond on the white slave 
charge, while it was declared that 
the bigamy charge would be press- 
ed in the state courts.

Turk Against Greek... 

In one thing alone are the Turks 
and Greeks in agreement, that is 
that one or the other must depart. 
The Turks declare that the Ureek 


yoke is as hard to bear, as impos- 
sible to accept, as the Turkish yoke 
would be for the Greeks. 

As this is written a courier from 
Mustapha Kemel has arrived from 
the Brokssa sector. He reports that 
the recent Graeco-Turkish engage- 
ment was a debacle for the Greeks 
rather than a victory. But he issued 
at the s@me time a call for more 
Turkish soldiers to enter service 
Kemel’s banner. 


Supplies Furnished, 


Former soldiers and officers of 
the Turkish army, I am told, are 
departing constantly for Angora, 
especially from the artillery ranks 
It is said that the bolsheviks have 
furnished large supplies of shells 
and ammunition, and that such sup- 
Plies can also be procured from 
Italy. 

Through underground channels 
silently and effectively, the entire 
Turkish population supports Must- 
pha Kemel. And as far as its sym. 
pathy goes, the Turkish — 
does not seek to dide its feeling for 
the nationalist leader. 

Prominent Turks here declare that 
it will be impossible to secure a 
permanent government at Constan- 
tinople that would repudiate Kemel, 
and that the Sevres treaty will nev- 
er be signéd in its present form.

Suport for the British statement 
that the Irish have put out peace 
feelers is found in the recollection 
that De Valera several months ago 
expressed a willingness to have ire- 
land nlaced in the same relatiun to 
Great Britain that Cuba bears to 
the United States. At that time he 
said that every precaution could be 
taken by the British government 
to prevent Ireland becoming an 
enemy base. Provision could be 
made for the patrolling of~Irish 
waters and the surveillance of [Irish 
ports, he said. 

It can be definitely said that Sir 
Auckland Geddes had knowledge of 
this latest peace suggestion before 
he departed for home Saturday. 
While it is not in the least pelieved 
that it had anything to do with 
his sudden trip, ti is expected that 
it will be one of the subjects for 
discussion between himself and his 
government.

Basis of Civilization. 


Food production is the basis of 
civilization, the speaker stated, and 
the south has_no right, outside of 
mercenary motives, to concentrate 
on the production of cotton.

indicted for murder charges, filed 
before Judge R. D. Bailey on the 
bench to go on trial for their lives. 

Feltz stood pointing at one of the 
men, but which one he meant could 
not be distinctly ascertained. Later 
he said the man was Sid Hatfield. 

“That man,” said Feltz. “I saw 
him shifting his pistol from e6éne 
pocket to another.” 

Prosecutor Wade R. Bronson alse 
informed the court that he was pos- 
itive one of the defendants had a’ 
pistol. 

“This will not be permitted,” satd | 
Judge Bailey sternly. “The depu- 
ty sheriffs are instructed to search 
everyone entering the courtroom, 
beginning Thursday morning, and I] 
serve warning that any defendant 
found with a pistol will be. placed 
in jail during the remainder of 
the trial.” * 

The day's procéadings were per- 
functory. Two motions for dismis- 
sal were argued. There were 
charges by the defense, also, that 
Bert Shumate, of the grand jury 
that voted the indictments, was in- 
eligible for that duty, not being a 
resident of this state, but of Ken- 
tucky, and that, therefore, the in- 
dictments were invalid, it was 
also alleged that Shumate had made 
an investigation for the Williamaon 
coal operators before being called 
to serve on the grand jury ard 
had sent a report to the operators 
on his interrugation of witnesses.

DR. W. T. MANNING 
ELECTED BISHOP 
EPISCOPAL, DIOCESE 


New York, January 26.—Rev. Dr. 
William Thomas Manning, rector 
of Trinity church, was elected 
bishop of the Episcopal diocese of 
New York on the third ballot, after 
an all-day session of the diocesan 
convention, at the Cathedral of St. 


John the Divine. 

Dr. Manning’s selection to head 
the largest and most powerful 
Episcopal diocese in the country is 
a distinct victory for the “ritual- 
ists,” for it had’ been announced by 
friends of the Trinity rector that 
Dr. Manning would adhere strictly 
to the older forms of church wor- 
ship. 

Dr. Manning took his first degree, 
that of bachelor of divinity, from 
the University of the Seuth in 1893.

Senator Harris Expects Fa- 
vorable Action on Resolu- 
tion Now Before House.

Washington, January 26.—Favor- 
able action in the senate is ex- 
pected by Senator William J. Har- 
ris, who today introduced the reso- 
lution calling for an ihvetsigation 
by the federal trade commission of 
the prices on newsprint paper dur- 
ing. the.Jast year, 

he publishers of the country are 
greatly interested in the paper sit- 
uation, which is not improving, ac- 
cording to Senator Harris. He says 
that fallin pirces in other lines 
have not affected the paper manu- 
facturers. 

The text of the resolution is: 

“Resolved, That the federal trade 
commission is hereby requested to 
inquire into the price of print pa- 
per during the last year, and ascer- 
tain whether or not the newspapers 
of the United States are being sub- 
jected to unfair practices in tne sale 
of print paper.” ‘ 

This is substantially the same res- 
Olution adopted by the senate on 
April 24, 1916, calling for the in- 
qQuiry made by the trade commis- 
sion four years ago. At that time 
Senator Harris was a member of 
the commission and was chairman 
when that body made the report 
of their investigation to the senate 
on June 13, 1917 

Senator Harris is anxious to as- 
certain why the present high price 
continues on newsprint pap?r when 
all other prices of manufactured 
articles have suffered big declines. 
He states that newspapers are 
forced now to make contracts for 
1921 with the right of the paper 
company to fix its own price sub- 
ject to quarterly readjustments. 

Senator Harris says that informa- 
tion furnished him by newspaper 
publishers states that white paper 
is being offered now on the open 
market at a lower price than that 
covered by contracts with the big 
companies who usually control the 
situataion. 

Information secured by Senator 
Harris tends to show that there is 
no real shortage of print paper. One 
publisher says: “Manufacturers who 
a few months ago were réfusing to 
sell more than 80 per cent of cus- 
tomers’ requirements, hoping to dis- 
pose of the remaining 20 per cent 
in the higher spot ‘market, are now 
around trying to dispose of it on 


contract basis.

‘Some of the “Big Brother” Problems That Will Early Con- 
front the Incoming Administration—Cuba’s Situation 


Is a Grave One and Demands Immediate Attention. 
Georgia’s Next Game Warden.

Washington, January 26.—(Special) | 
Among the “big brother” .problems 
that will confront the incoming ad- 
ministration Cuba and Mexico pre- 
sent those with the gravest as- 
pects, 

As to Cuba, the responsibility of 
this nation is fixed by law, and 
C’ba's trade and nancial stand- 
ing has been base upoh that re- 
sponsibility. 

We-.people in the south, right at 
the front door of this little repub- 
lic in the Carribean, do not realize 
the acuteness of conditions there— 
despite the fact that in many ways 
our business interests are largely 
interwoven with those of the island. 

The Platt amendment was design- 
ed as a protection to a little re- 
public, just struggling to ite feet 
from decades of subjection to Span- 
ish monarchism, and in which still 
burned all the fires of latin hot- 
headedness and penchant for revo- 


was intended not only ‘as a 
spetific ré-enforcement of the n- 

octrine, thus preventing for- 
eign “powers from intervening or 
coercing, but as a protection 
against domestic chaos resulting 
from political conflicts, or from 
rvbel movements or anything of the 
revolutionary type so common to 
th people of southern républics;

That the ambitious down there 
are almost as menacing as they

As to Mexico, the other. “big 
brothe*’ proéblem, the situation is 
entirely different. This government 
has no “protecting” agreement, nor 
ts there any especial “tie that 
binds;” and yet, in the Interest of 
our ow. domestic affairs, as well 
as in the interest of protecting 
American life and property in Mex- 
ico, this government cannot be un- 
mindful of a proud responsibility. 

The demand for justice and fair 
treatment is all that the United States 
asking, and as soon as President 
Obregon has completed his govern- 
mental organization, and begins to 
function properly, it is earnestly 
believed that the relations between 
this nation and the empire south 
of the Rio Grande may not only 
be amicable, but constructive and 
broadening. 

There is no serious talk, under 
existing oonditions, of Mexican in- 
tervention. This was a great issue 
during the latter day of the Caran- 
za regime, but with an entirely dif- 
ferent national program outlined by 
Obregon, the issue has been put on 
the shelf until it is seen how the 
Obregon government is doing, and 
whether or not it will make gobdd.

HITTING YOUR. CASE. 

I had intended writing more about 
the liver and its cantankerous ma- 
chinery, but I have already received 
so many letters from readers who 
declare that such and such an ar- 
ticle “hits my case,” or that I have 
“described my case better than I 
could do it myself,” or that it is so 
apparent that I understand such 
conditiédns much better than “these 
doctors around here,” that I feel it 
is high time £0 change the subject, 
for evidently I have failed to teach 
the lesson I set out to teach: These 
correspondents should, as I have in- 
timated, consult ‘their own physi- 
cians. It is impossible for me or 
any other doctor to diagnose and 
prescribe without personally exam- 
ining the vatient. To diagnose and 
prescribe is not the function of this 
department. That is the work of 
the competent physicians and there 
are some in every community. 

The prevention of gallsac inflam- 
mation (cholecystitis) and of gall- 
stone disease (cholethiasis) lies in 
the methods I’ve preached here right 
along. 

In the first place, the proper rec- 
ognition (by periodic physical ex- 
amination) of such septic foci as 
may furnish the bacteria necessarv 
to set up the gallsac inflammation, 
and the proper treatment (by sur- 

ery or dentistry) of any such foci 
discovered in the examination, is 
the surest preventive of gallsac dis- 
ease and gallstones. But let no 
one imagine that the discovery and 
eradication of such foci after gall- 
stones have formed can avail any- 
thing. There has been far too much 
unwarranted abuse of the focai In- 
fection theory by invaHds who have 
sought to lock the @oor after the 
mare has been stolen. 

Contributing factors of galistone 
disease weré mentioned in earlier 
talks—Overeating (proved by over- 
weight), insufficient’ daily exercise. 
abdominal splinting (corsets, not 
tight lacing). insufficient water 
drinking, and insufficient fruits. 
green stuff, and other roughage in 
the diet, or, expressed in other 
words, an excess of animal food 
and of denaturized or ultra-refined 
cereals and starchy vegetables. For 
example, pale, anemic, vitamin- 
poor bread made from patent re- 
fined flour; potatoes eaten without 
the skins; so-called breakfast foods 
—iInsipid substitutes for the undoc- 
tored cereals; polished rice instead 
of the wholesome natural brown 
rice. .

Editor Conatitution:. In the card 
from Mr. H. M. Atkinson published 
in your issue of January 17, Mr. 
Atkinson says: 

“If Georgia hopes to have h water 
powers developed large amounts *of new 
capital are needed. attract that cap'- 
tal it must be assured a just return per- 
manently.’’ 

The only thing that.the Georgia 
Railway and Power company has 
to offer to obtain capital is bonds 
which bear a fixed rate of interest, 
regardless Bo the earnings of the 
company. e power company ee 
no stock to sell, having elready 
issued 4 disposed of the $27,000,- 
000 of stock authorized by the rail- 
roa@ commission. If the company 
were permitted to charge a dollar 
per kilowatt hour for the current 
produced by it, the bondholders 
could not hope for an increase in 
their income from the bonds. 

Dividends on Water. 

With: reference to the earnings of 
the company, a circular letter is- 
sued offering the company’s securi- 
ties for sale in 1919 stated that 
“the net earnings were over two 
and one-half times the total inter- 
est charges.” 

The report made by Mr. Atkin- 
son and Mr. Arkwright, not for pub- 
lic consumption, but to the stock- 
holders of the power company, on 
February 16, 1920, said, with refer- 
ence to the earnings of the com- 
pany: 

“After payment of operating 
interest and sinking fund, 
the balance on the Xgar's operations amount- 
ed to $1,229,303.83. ' 

Many prices have dropped since 
then, but not so with car fares and 
rates for gas aud current. In these 


we,are afflicted with a constant 
wail for more. 

The report also said with refer- 
ence to the rentals paid: 

“These rentala consisting of taxes, in- 
terest, dividends and*sinking funds accrued 
cnring the year, aggregated $2,139,018.67."’ 

It will be recalled that the divi- 
dends referred to in this are the 
dividends of 8 per cent upon the 
common stock of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric company, the stock 
amounting to $8,514,600, all of which 
is believed to be purely water, rep- 
resenting no investment of cash con- 
tributed from outside capital. 

The public, considering the fore- 
going facts, are likely to lose the 
wonderful patience that they have 
shown toward Mr. Atkinson and his 
associates, when they, the public, 
reflect upon the unceasing efforts 
to make it appear that anybody, 
other than the present holders o 
the stock issued by this company, 
are interested in increasing the- 
rates, which are already too high. 
It {sg self-evident that only the 
stockholders would be benefited, if 
any one were benefited by an in- 
crease in rates. The bonds which 
they speak of selling would not pay 
a dollar more. 

If I recall correctly, with refer- 
ence to a proposed valuation of the 
properties of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company, Mayor Key 
endeavored to get the railroad com- 
mission to permit the city to select 
one of the experts to act with ex- 
perta selected by the commission 
and the power company in the valu- 
ation.

eign relations committee, which also 
heard charges that the state de- 
Partment actually was maintaining 
a blockade against that country, 
although technically none was sup- 
posed to exist. 

Spokesmen for organized workers 
if’ many lines of industry appeared 
to- support the resolution of Sena- 
tor France, republican, Maryland, 
which would enable American firms 
ts accept gold of the old imperial 
Russian government, which is being 
offered by the soviet authorities in 
payment for foreign goods. They 
said resumption of trade would go 
a long way toward relieving the 
present industrial depression which 
has thrown more than three mil- 
lion persons out of employment. 

John Spargo, of New York, who 
has written extensively on Rus- 
Sian conditions, expressed the op- 
posite opinion. In a formal -state- 
ment which was admitted to the 
record, he declared that renewal of 
trade “might easily prove the 
means of bringing about the col- 
lapse of our entire economic sys- 
tem,” as vast credits would have 
to be extended to carry on the 
trade.

nothing, tn fact, but the will to help 
those who can’t hep themselves. 
Faced by every difficulty, it has 
continued its efforts to minister 
to the helpless. 

Now, the appeal is made to At- 
janta and to orgia to contribute 
to a fund which will put the society 
upon a sound footing and enable 
it to begin a program of humani- 
tarian work, the purpose of which 
will be to prevent cruelty in all 


forms. 

At the meeting of the Georgfa 
Federation of omen’s Clubs last 
year, the society was indorsed 
unanimously, and the convention 
furged that the membership of the 
clabs join the society in a body. 
Today the society includes in Its 
membership, public officials, among 
them Governor Hugh M. Dorsey 
‘leading business and professional 
men, and the most prominent wom- 
en of Atlanta. It is affiliated with 
the National Humane society and 
‘the National) Humane Educational 
association, but it receives no funds 
from either. It co-operates with 
the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, but the two 
organizations are distinct. The pur- 
pose of the Atlanta Humane socie- 
ty is to protect the helpless—chil- 
dren, old or sick people, prison in- 
mates, dumb brutes. Its motto is 
to speak for thosé Who can’t speak 
for themselves. 

Through the efforts of the society 
the fact was disclosed a year ago 
that children at a private orphan- 
age between Atlanta and Marietta 
wete treated with greatest cruelty 
The poutety went to their aid and 
brought about the prosecution of 
the managers of the home. 

In the course of the past twelve 
months the society has investigated 
351 cases of cruelty and has brought 
relief to the suffering tn each in- 
stance. Sometimes it has !{nstituted 
criminal proceedings, sometimes 
warnings have beén sufficient. An 
instance of the work of the soclety 
was protection furnished a little 
child cruelly treated by its father; 
a4 home was secured for an old 
mother deserted by her son: a lit- 
tle girl, a mere child of 14 years, 
involved in a white slave case, was 
possues from degraded surround- 
ngs. 

A campaign was begun Yast year 
by the society which resulte in 
the abolishment of flogging at the 
city .workhouse, suffering was fre- 
lieved among dumb brutes, and ef- 
forts were continued to better ¢on- 
ditions at the dog pound, where 
stray dogs are taken to be killed. 
Formerly they were clubbed to 
death. The society has stopped this, 
and is now endeavoring to have an 
asphyxiation chamber installed 
where dogs can be put to death 


painlessly.

Osceola, Ark., January 26.—Henry 
Lowry, negro _ charged with the 
murder of 0. T. Craig and “his 
daughter at Nodena, Christmas day, 
was burned to death by a mob 
shortly after 6 o'clock tonight, on 
the levee near the Craig plantation,

Lowry was taken across the river 
into Arkansas at Richardson’s Land- 
ing by the group of men which 
earlier had taken him from the of- 
ficers at Sardis, Miss. The negro 
was driven to’ Nodena, where the 
Craig plantation is located, accord- 
ing to information received here. 
The mob took him to the levee near 
the scene of the crime and driving 
a stake into the ground, chained the 
negro and burne Ac- 
cording to information the 
mob then dispersed.

Acting under or- 
ders of Governor McRae the depu- 
ties were endeavoring’ to reach the 
state penitentiary at Little Rock 
with the man. 

Craig and his daughter were shot 
and killed and two sons of the 
planter, tiugh and Richard Craig, 
were wounded when they remon- 
strated with Lowry, a tenant farm- 
er, for creating a disturbance on the 
Craig plantation. 

After the killing Lowry eacaped 
and eluded a posse of several hun- 
dred men who searched for him al- 
most continuously for a week.

This 
questionnaire seeks to determine 
the difference in costs of repair 
work in “outside” shops and in the 
company shops. Copies of con- 
tracts made for all construction 
and repair work since federal] con- 
trol ended are asked foy. \ 

The number of freight ‘and pas- 
senger cars repaired or construct- 
ed in “outside” shops and full de- 
tails of equipment purchased and 
actual cost figures, not only of ma- 
terials furnished, but of cost of in- 
spection and other incidentals. 
which the machinists organizations 
allege ran the repair and equip 
ment bilis up to unreasonable 
amountg are demanded. 

Each carrier is required to show 
the conditions existing on its line 
and must set forth that particular 
circumstances which made it nece 
essary to have the repair work done 
outside of its own plant.

WILSON EXCLUSION

Recommendation That 
Immigrants Be Exam- 
ined Before Leaving Eu- 
rope Meets Approval.

Washington, January *°* 26.—The 
recommendation of President Wil. 
son that {mmigrants to the United 
States be examined in Europe, there- 
by eliminating the embarrassment 
of turning thousands of them back 
from American shores after they 
had broken up their homes and 
spent their savings to reach this 
country, will be adopted, and this 
will very probably be the final com- 
promise on the various exclusion 
bills now before congress. That 
European nations “view with ap 
proval” such a sifting before sail- 
ing for America was vouched for 
today by Commissioner Caminettl, 
whose testimony before the senate 
committee will conclude the hearing 
on the entire immigration problem. 

Caminett!i told the committee his 
visit to Europe to study the immi- 
gration situation received § th, 
hearty co-operation of the officials 
over there. 

Establishment of a system to ex- 
amine prospective immigrants in 
their native lands received almost 
universal support abroad,” Caml- 
netti said. 

Au organization in Paris receives 
appeals for assistance from about 
1,500 persons each day all of whon. 
are natives of other countries, the 
commissioner added. 

“Large numbers of these are Jew- 
ish,” Caminetti said. “Many do not 
have exact information concerning 
the addresses of their relatives in 
America. 

“Many of the emigrants go to Ar- 
gentina, The unfortunate thing 
about organizations in Europe ts 
that the impression ts given that 
the United States wants the large 
number of emigrants to come here,” 
Caminetti declared. 

Senator Edge, republican, of New 
Jersey, asked Caminetti if he could 
not give a definite recommendation
